Stone-ground 
whole wheat flour has the same 
food value as other 100 per cent 
whole wheat flour: those extra 
pennies paid for the stone-ground 
give only a flavor dividend. 
Home-made rolls and c o f f e e 
cake are almost always less ex­ 
pensive than ready-made or par­ 
tially baked products. Labels will 
tell you whether mixes or refrig­ 
erated biscuits are enriched. Again 
remember when you bake that the 
whole grain and enriched flours 
and cereals will give you the most 
food value.

Flour, bread, or cereal labeled 
"enriched” must meet the Federal 
standard for the amounts of iron, 
thismine, riboflavin, and niacin 
added. Since there is no Federal 
standard for restored cereals, it 
is up to the manufacturer to decide 
what nutrients to add and in what 
amounts. Read the label to find 
out what the cereal contains. 
Serve Often 
Nutrition specialists recommend 
four or m ore servings of the whole 
grain, enriched, or restored breads 
and cereals every day to povide 
iron and some of the B vitamins. 
The four servings are figured as 
three slices of bread and one serv­ 
ing of cereal — one ounce of ready 
to - eat or one-half of three-fourths 
cup cooked cereal. If no cereal is 
eaten, use two slices of bread in­ 
stead, m a k i n g a total of five 
slices for the day.

against a stark black cross. 
"It is an artistic use of gold 
leaf". F a t h e r Cook admilted 
"Traditionally the figure of Christ 
is portrayed in the m ore realis­ 
tic flesh tones". 
Two Years Work 
The work of art is the result 
of two years of study and ex­ 
perimentation. 
"I had to experiment” , Fr. Cook 
explained", “Because I could find 
no one who could tell me what to 
do. We contacted many artists in 
Los Angeles without any success 
“Gold leafing was used exten 
sively to decorate the great cathe 
drals of Mexico and Europe during 
the pas: centuries, but of late its 
use has been limited prim arily to 
some few business firm s who still 
print their name in this medium. 
"The 23-karat gold which I use 
comes in s h e e t s three inches 
square which have been ham 
mercd out thinner than tissue pa 
per. 
“The first problem w as how to 
pick up a shee! without having it 
brfeak into bits because it was so 
fragile. You couldn't touch it with 
your hands. It was so susceptible 
to air and I wore a sterile mask 
over m y mouth much o fthe time 
because I found that m y breath 
would disintegrate it. 
Easy To Pick Up 
"After much experimentation I 
found that the gold c o u l d be 
picked up most easily by a soft 
sable-haired brush. 
"Each sheet of gold has a back­ 
ing of tissue. I discovered that I 


could cut the gold into the de­ 
sired lengths by picking up the 
two sheets with a pair of tweez­ 
ers and cutting through the tis­ 
sue paper. 
"I then applied gold size (a col­ 
orless glue) to that portion of the 
object to be gold leafed and al­ 
lowed it to dry until it had reached 
ihe tacky stage which takes about 
an hour. After that it was just 
a matter of picking up the gold 
with my brush and laying on the 
size. Almost at once the size dis­ 
solves the gold into a solid coat­ 
ing. When the coating was almost 
dry I found I could smooth out any 
seams or rough edges with ray 
thumb. 
"The job is so tedious and pains­ 
taking that it is impossible to work 
at it for a long period of time. 
It does have one redeeming fea­ 
ture however, when you make 
mistake in gold leafing you can 
just patch over it and everything 
will blend in beautifully.” 
After his techniques were per­ 
fected Fr. Cook worked two hours 
a day for six weeks to gold leaf 
the figure of Christ. Meanwhile, 
Phil Stevens one of his parish­ 
ioners, was making the cruci­ 
fix. 
When the figure w as completely 
finished Fr. Cook sprayed it with 
lacquer hoping that it would pre­ 
serve its rich lustre. 
The reverse was true. The lac 
quer dulled the brilliance. 
To a perfectionist like Fr. Cook 
there was just one thing to do, 
he began all over again.
